Why only ONE Councilman 
In Recall Movement? 


Why only one councilman? 


Relative to the current recall of Mayor Donald 
Carr, that is a good question. 

Stanford Shaw, Ontario resident and attorney and 
author of the proceedings, is apparenily basing his 
charges against Mr. Carr on the grounds that this one 
councilman is wholly responsible for Ralph H. Palmer 
not being our current police chiel. 


Mr. Carr is a good public official and wields 
some influence in the city hall. But not that much in- 
fluencé. The fact is that all FIVE councilmen were 
individually and collectively in support of the plan 
offered Mr. Palmer. 


It might be emphasized that Mr. Palmer was not 
asked to resign. He was offered the opportunity to 
continue on the staff at what was his PRESENT salary 
arid accept a reduction in rank. Rather than do that, 
Mr. Palmer, a very likeable person and a very effective 
police officer, chose to resign. 


It is very possible Mr. Carr did not hold Mr. Pal- 
mer in very high regard as the head of the police de- 
partment. Admitting that was the case, this fact is a 
very feeble reason to recall a public official. Again we 
point out, that if that is the only reason for a recall, the 
movement should include ALL the councilmen involved 


in this problem. 


Mr. Carr happens to have a son who is a member 
of the police department and it is possible this kind of 
relationship is not the best under the circumstances. 
Such arrangements should never be allowed but in 
this community the practice has been long observed. 
Certain “families” have been well represented in the 
city hall for many years. Until there is some iron clad 
policy adopted by the council, family relationships 
may continue. 


Again, the fact that Mayor Carr has a very close 
connection with a policeman does not justify a recall 
movement. 


As far as can be determined, the movement to 
oust Mr. Carr is confined to a very small group of 
citizens. Mr. Shaw, who reporiedly was given a “re- 
tainer” to do this recalling job, has been very careful 
not to mention the names of many “citizens” involved 
in the proceedings. Paul Geren last week signed his 
namie to the legal document, officially starting the re- 
call proceedings. 


Getting these proceedings started is one thing.

The case of Ralph H. Palmer should have been 
closed a long time ago. The fact remains, he has re- 
tired from the city hall, is now receiving his municipal 
retirement check every month and is also following 
other pursuits. 


Acting Police Chief John Wessely is in charge of 
the department at the moment and most peopie in the 
community are thinking of other things than the fate 
of Mr. Palmer. 


Mr. Shaw is getting paid for doing what he is 
end he will probably keep it up until his retainer fee 
runs out. 





As to family relationships in the city hall, the time 
may be here for the municipal government to adopt a 
policy of “only one member of the family” on the pay 
roll, We have a very good merit system (civil service) 
to regulate employment, advancements, etc. but it is 
possible future “situations” might be best avoided if a 
definite policy were in effeci relative to “relationships” 
on the municipal pay roll.

With half of the city’s an- 
nual income being paid in 
wages and Salaries to muni- 
cipal employes, it is noted 
the police department and 
the refyse and collection di- 
vision of the street depart- 
ment have the highest sal- 
ary budgets. 

These figures are from the 
new budget adopted by the 
councilmen last month for 
the fiscal year beginning Ju- 
ly 1. 

Total pay roll outtay for 
the police department is 
In the budget of 
last year, this pay roll to- 


}tal was $100,238. 


One of the biggest increas- 
es is in the department con- 
cerned with removing trash 
from business houses and lo- 
cal residences. The refuse 
@ollection department pay 
roll this year will total $47,- 
478 as compared with $32,- 
428 a year ago, 

The city aittorney’s pay 


rot 
creased to $6,276 from §3,972. 

The fire department pay 
roll this year will total $34,- 
672 a slight increase over 
1956-57, when the budget to- 
tai was $32,098. 

Pay roli in other major 
departments follows: 

Engineering, $23,585; _fi- 
nance, $10,668; building and 
safety, $18,153; parks and 
recreation, $24,843 and li- 
brary, $28,920. 

Total outlay for parks and 
recreation will be $51,736. 
This sum, in addition to-sal- 
aries ‘and wages, includes 
cost of improvements, cost 
of lights water and new in- 
stallations. 

The library budget has 
been increased to $36,550 
from $30,780. 

Total of the new budget 
as reported previously is 
$1,039,060, an -increase of 
$172,296 over the 1956-57 out- 
lay. Tax rate of $1.28 on the 
assessed valuation will pro- 
vide the additional funds. 
The 40 cent boost in the tax 
rate is due to bonds voted 
earlier for payment of the 
new sewer system.
